Sir John Lister Kaye has purchased 50,000 B 


acres of land along the C. P. R. line from the | 
government for $75,000, $1.60 an acre,and an 
equal amount from the ©. P. R. company 
for $1.30 an acre. The question naturally 
arises, If it pays the government to sell 
50,000 teres of selected land along the rail- 
way line in ten separate tracts for $1 50 an 
acre and the C. . R. to sell an equal 
amount similarly situated at a less price— 
the reduced price being given in order to 
to secure large improvements would it not 
aleo pay the government to tell an equal 
amount of land as well situated in 312 separ. 
ate tracts at the same price in order to induce 
settiewent—or in other words give settlers 
in the railway belt pre-emptions at $1.50 an 
acre, with a proportionate reduction to thuse 
far remuved from railway advantages: Sir 
Lister Kaye’s money is no doubt good honest 
money and he is engaging in an enterprise 
that is deserving of every encouragement; 
but is hie money any better or hie enterprise 
any more deserving of encouragement thau 
that of the ordinary Canadian 
settler? It is no disparagement tu his enter- 
prise to say that it is not and cannot be as 
beneficial to the country at lage as the 
settlement on an equal amount of land ot 
812 good rustling Canadian farmers,—giving 
them a pre-ewption each. And yet such 
men are charged just 81 an acre more for 
their land than he is. It seems that with 
our government what is sauce for Sir Lister 
Kaye's goose is not sauce for the Canadian 
setuler’s Kauder. The public accounts for 
the 3 ear ending June goth 1888 show that the 
totel revenue from Northwest lands was 
$217,083, the charges of management were 
$184,543, and the amount spent in immigra- 
tion, presumably with a view to inducing 
settlument on these lands, was 9244, 789. 
From thie it appears that although last year 
wave an increase of business over the one 
befure, the amount twisted out of the lands 
of the Northwest—or rather out of the 
settlers on those lands—only slightly exceed- 
ed the cost of management, and fell consider- 
ably below the further expenditure incurred 
in inducing immigration. It this is not 
proof absolute of the conspicuous failure of 
the attempt to make unimproved Northwest 
lands a source of revenue there is nothing in 
the world capable of proof. When the 
further fact is taken into consideration that 
the attempt to taise revenue from them 
stands directly in the way of the usefulness of 
the large sum expended on immigration the 
utter fotly as well as deplorable failure of the 
attempt toat the same time raise revenue 
and induce settlement is apparent. As a 
business speculation the expenditure of 8244, 
789 on immigration which brings a return of 
only $217,083 in land revenues is a poor 
one. ff it is contended that the im 
migration money is expended to induce 
settlement and not to raise revenue the 
answer is that to abandon the attempt to 
raise revenue from the unimproved land by 
throwing all open tor settlement, reducing 
the price of pre-emptions to a fair figure and 
making wood and hay free would do more to 
bring settlers into the country than double 
or treble the amount now spent on immiyra- 
tion can or will as long as iinmigrants are 
met with high prices and offensive regulations. 
Contented and prosperous settlers are th 
best immigration azency. Lat the govern. 
ment turn ite attention tothe framing o' 
land regulations with a view to the nature of 
the country and the condition ef the settler 
instead of ov the recommendation of official 
cranks or in the interests of speculative 
politicians and they may save their linmigra- 
tion money for other purposes. The country 
will settle up and the revenue bo increased 
from the ordinary sources asit never will 
from the sale of the mere duimpraved lande.

The Regina Leader has ceased its attacks Lo the Right Honorable Sir John Alexander | 


on Commissioner Herchmer for opposing 
marriages of mounted policemen, but is 
pitching into him vigorously for having 


established a canteen—that is a general store 


and saloon--in connection with the force, 
within the barracks at Regina. If the 
Leader was barking up the wrong tree before 
it 1s pot doing so now; and in demanding the 
removal of such an abuse, or of the man who 
instituted the abuse, it is deserving of the 
hearty support of every one who wishes well 


to the force and to the cause of law and 
It is one great duty 


order in the Northwest. 
of the vommissioner to sve that the men 
under hiscontiol are provided with every 
right and reasonable confort and accommo- 
dation, inasmuch as that will increase their 
contentment in the force and therefore their 
efficieney in the Work which they are organiz- 
ed and paid to perform. To uo beyond that 
isto yo beyond his legitimate business, and 
although, as the BULLETIN took the liberty to 
remirk before, the comnunesioner’s peculiar 
talents would doubtless shine more ‘riliiantly 
in ageneral grocery busi: ese than at the 
head of the police force, he is not at the pre- 


sent time under pay by the people of Canada | 


for the purpose of exhibiting his talents by 
experim: nts in that direction. The less his 
talents tor police work are the more be 
should conserve what he has by confining 
hunself to police work and management 
alone. A much more brilliant mind than 
his would find enough to do in managing 
this force of 1,000 men and preserving 
law and order over the vast extent 
of the Northwest—as it has not been 
preserved since Mr. Herchmer became 
comu.issioner—without entering into any 
side speculations no matter how much the 
natural bent of his mind led bim in their 
directions, or how well qualified he miwht be 
to handle them profitably. That there was 
the faintest necessity in the interests of 
either the police force or the public for the 
comuiissi ner to go into the general store 
business within two unles of a larue well 
supplied town like Regina is impossible. It 
cannot be shown that the establishment ot 
such a store will increase the well being of 
the forcein any degree; and if not, being 
outside any approach to levitimate police busi- 
ness, it cannot have been started from proper 
motives and cannot have a beneficial resu t. 
Had the commissioner been content with 
going into the store business it would have 
been bad enough but when to a store isadded 
a saloon tor the sale of intoxicants to the 
men of the force one of whose chief duties it 
is— or was—to suppress the traffic in intoxi 
cants in the Northwest, the limits of reason- 
able forbearance are far passed, The only 
defence that can possibly be put forward for 
the saloon in barracks is that such 
institutions are allowed in connection 
with Bitish army barracks. It the 
British army had reached the limit of 
perfection then the mere fact that canteens 
were allowed in it would be fair proof that if 
the c nditious were similar they should be 
allowed in connection with the police force. 
But inasmuch as the British army is con- 
stantly being improved the institution that 
has been considered necessary until to-day 
msy be reformed out of existence as ar 
abuse to-morrow. At best the army Ccauteen 
can only be looked upon as a necessary evil, 
and if it is on these grounds that it has been 
introduced into the police force it spesks 
worse for the force than ite most violent de- 
tractors have hitherto done. It is to be 
hoped that the force bas not reached a moral 
level which makes the privilege of drinking 
in barracks necessary as an attraction to the 
men. If it has not then the necessity for the 
the saloon in the Regina barracks does not 
exist. The proper work of a member of the 
mounted police is so different from that of a 
common soldicr that their cases are not at 
all parallel. Intelligence and elf respect are 
required in the highest degree by pe icemen 
if they are to render efficient service. That 
these qualities are nut assisted or encourag- 
ed by the free sale of intoxicants in barracks 
is self evident; as also thet in so far as the 
sale of intoxicanta tothe members of the 
force iw increased by the presence Of the 
cantetn in the barracks—and it certainly is 
80 inereased—-thye intelligence and self 
reapect of the force, and therefore ite usefu! 
ness, isinjured, If tne force is in sch a 
moral condition that a ber canteen at 
headquarters is a necessity it is apparent that 
it is not of a sufficiently bigh moral quality 
to render efficient police service scoording 
to its numbers and cost, and stands in very 
great need of reorganization. If on the
